Many refugees 
Who receive citations for violations 
don't know enough English to 
understand ， the ， court pro- 
ceedings; although they may be 
abjle to read enough to know when 
the hearing will be held，or have 
friends tell them，Caucus attor- 
neys have been asked on several 
occasions to interpret for the 
refugees, Wong said. 

Violations in fishing regulations 
include improper preparation and 
storage of fish prior to selling， 
selling without a permit，fishing 
without a_ license (most usually

“TIf a substantial need exists for 
any community, Something should 
be done，Its not fully akin to 
voting, but it s similar, and 过 90 狗 
of the code violations deal with 
Vietnamese, then serious and sub- 
stantial efforts should be made 
to educate them as to the law, It's 
clear that people dont know the 
laws,” Wong said. 

In his case, Wong cites YickK Wo

are discriminatory when applied 
selectively were ruled to be un- 
constitutional， 
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obvious evidence,” 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein also 
condemned the investigation，cal- 
ling it“ilj-considered”and“coun- 
terproductive,”Secretary of State 
March Eong Eu,California's chief 
elections officer， warned Rus-

have a“chilling effect.” 

“Your investigation has the... 
effect of discouraging naturalized 
citizens from registering to vote 
for fear of triggering a federal 
investigation which could prove to 
be an embarrassment and invas- 
ion of privacy,” Eu wrote,， No 
citizen should have to fear the 
possibility of a local or federal 
prosecutor calling his， or her 


employer, landlord，or friends for 
information just because the citi- 
zen has exercised a fundamental 
constitutional right.,” 
EDUCATION 
Eu added that her own efforts 


to increase education among the 
public and particularly among 
voter registration card distributors 
and the addition of a prominent 
“citizens only”notice on registra- 
tion cards was a “more appro- 
priate response.. .than your dis- 
criminatory investigation that dis- 
eourages lawful registrations,” 

Eu also_ pointed out that the 
Santa Clara district attorney's 
study，Wwhcih found 22 non-US 
citizens among 100 newly-regis- 
tered foreign-born voters and 
which ，stimulated the current 
probe，concluded that the illegal 
registrations were the result of 
ignorance or misinformation and 
not deliberate fraud. 

Santa _ Clara deputy district 
attorney Ray Cunningham ex- 
Plained that the citizenship status 
of voters was，determined by 
checking their names against 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service lists， At no time was the 
INS provided with the names of 
voters Under investigation, nor did 
the INS _ request such informa- 


President Reagan Ponders 
The China Question 


President Richard Nixon's trip to Beijing in 1972 Sig- 
nalled a_ change in US-China relations. With good inten- 
tions _ from both sides and continuous diplomatic efforts 
to pave a way for normalization of relations, it still took 
seven years and three presidents for the two nations to 
establish full diplomatic ties， 

The relatively long wait was due mainly to the Strong 
Amefrican connections with the Nationalists in Taiwan. 
The United States had mutual defense and other military 
位 eaties with Taiwan, in addition to economic and cultur- 
al ties. It took the US almost seven years to gradually 
phase out the American military bases on the island and 
transfer all troops. State Department officials were also 
trying to find ways to keep an “unofficial "liaison office 
in Taiwan (now known as the American Institute in 工 ai- 
Wan). 

American officials' years of efforts in negotiating，de- 
bating, and struggling with the US-<China problem revert- 
ed to Square one when President Reagan took office. It is 
regrettable to Watch the deterioration of the two na- 
tions” relations while the President slowly learns the dy- 
namics and the comblexity of the problem:. It must be 
even more frustrating for Vice President Bush,， who play- 
ed an important role in the normalization proceSsS by SeIV- 
ing as the US representative in Beijing during the critical 
years of 1974 and-1975. 

After his recent trip to China, we believe that Bush has 
briefed the Piesident' thoroughly on his trip. It ls our 
hope that the President will soon come out with a realis- 
tic China policy. 
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tion, Cunningham stated， 

None of the illegally registered

“Clearly，thbhe intent of the 
Voting Rights Act was to eradicate 
all barriers and Practices that 
would_discourage and Prohibit 
language-minority citizens _ from 
exercising their right to vote，Der 
noted.“What the probe has done 
is to make all individuals who 
require bilingual ballots suspects 
of voter fraud and (Potential) 
targets of federal investigation.… 

Der stressed that CAA objects to 
the manner of Russoniellos probe 
and not to the goal of elimina- 
ting non-citizens from voter rolls. 
“If he were to conduct a random 
survey of both native-born and 
foreign-born voters to see that 
they exist, are at that address, and 
are_ citizens;j we would support 


that completely.” Der added that 


while the bilingual ballot investi- 


gation involves only Chinese- and - 


Spanish-speaking voters, there are 
Probably more current residents of 
SF who were born in Europe than 
in Asia or Mexico, 

More than 3,000 voters 记 SFE 
currently use .Chinese election 
materials，and more than 1,000.

Po.Wong，executive director of

The Justice Department s recent 
probe of _bilingual voters in the 
Bay Area is unwarranted and 了 
detrimental to the rights of 
Chinese and Spanish speaking 
voters. That the Justice Depart- 
ment invidqiously singled out Chi- 
nese and Latinos during the week 
of Cifco de Mayo Celebrations 
and the observances of the 
Chinese Exclusion Act Centennial 
is especially treacherous and of 
historic irony， Such intimidation 
of American citizens harkens back 
to _ the .days of the internament 
camps for Japanese Americans:.

Because 
there was little work that summer， 
she took a month's vacation 
without telling her boss，as she 
had done in the past， After 
returning from vacation，she ran 
into her employer on the street， 
who mentioned his plan to sell the 
garment factory， As a result，Lee 
applied for unemployment bene- 


fits on September 4，1981，and

”Five months later，Lee received 
a _ notice from the local unem- 
ployment office，stating that she 
must pay back $1300 in benefits

Alan Shinn of the _ Association 
for Retarded Citizens defined 
developmental disability as any 
disability attributable to mental 
retardation， epilepsy， cerebral 
autism or neurological 
handicaps. Treatment is often 
Similar to that offered to mentally 
retarded people, 

EORMIDABLE 

了 Keynote speaker Helen Ma 
discussed the problems facing the 
parents of a .deyelopmentally dis- 
abled child.“It is doubly difficult 
for an Asian to be develop- 
mentally disabled,”she said. 

Her child Michelle could walk 
only with support in her second 
year，When Ma tried to seek 
community service she found the 
task formidable: she faced 
linguistic problems as well as those 
arising out of cultural differences, 

Through psychological therapy 
which prompted a gradual buildqd- 
Up of her confidence，Michelle by 
the age of three could walk 
Without support,， But then 
another problem arose: the public 
School was reluctant' to admit 
Michelle as a regular student in 
View of her medical casehistory. In 
the end, the parents moved from 
Oakland to Fremont where com-

accomodating. Ma described her 
experiences as a parent of a 
developmentally disabled child as

Kor childqd- 
ren can learn to live with a dis- 
ability, but they cannot live well 
without the conviction that their 
Parents find them utterly love- 
able,”she explained. “With this 
conviction, he can live well today 
and have faith about the future,” 

Concerning the feelings of isola- 
tion that families of .develop- 
mentally_ disabled children may 
have，she suggested that parti- 
cipation in a social organization 
(preferably by entire families)， 
can allow an individual to receive 
support and encouragement as 
well as offer such support to other 
members,. She concluded that the 
Problem of isolation can only be

are made of wet clay. 

The most amazing thing about 
Mummenschanz is，when leaving 
the theater，you feel that you are 
hearing the world with new ears. 
And the troupe did not even speak 
a word throughout the perfor-
